load of classes. 

He takes 14 and one- 
half hours in pre-med 
and works 20 hours a 
week, putting in three 
raveyard shifts as a 
aker in downtown 
Provo. Soon he will work 
at a second job — as an 
aid to a pathologist in 
post-mortem exams. 

Unlike most of BYU’s 


_ working students, David 


does not “‘have’’ to work. 
Rather he works 
“because I think it’s an 
important physical 
release. It also makes me 
feel ’'m on my own since 
I live at home.” David 
adds: 


“T think it’s immoral 
to take money from your 
parents if you can earn 
the money. My grades 
have suffered a little, 
but they didn’t have to. I 
just got a little lazy.” 


Others unenthusiastic 


Many other BYU stu- 
dents are not so 
enthusiastic about work- 
ing while going to school. 
They work because they 
have to. Often they find 
working a “real drag”? — 
and their life as a stu- 
dent a “rat race.” 

Darren Kamalu, a 
freshman from Tucson, 
Ariz., works in BYU 
maintenance from 6 to 
10 a.m. He laments: 


“There’s no time to 
study. Everything’s 
crammed together. I get 
home at 5:30 p.m., eat, 
and have three hours 
before I have to go to bed 
so I can be up by 5 a.m. 
to-get ready for work.” 

Complains Jan 
Stephan of Provo: “If I 
didn’t have to work, I 
would do better in 
school. ’m always tired 
and my body aches. This 
weekend I would have 
called a girl for a date, 
but I was too tired to do 
anything. When you get 
to bed at 7:30 on a Fri- 
day night, you know 
something’s wrong.” 

Brent Skousen, Yuba 
City, Calif. has. a 
similar complaint. 
Before his mission he 
had a scholarship, a 3.8 
GPA and financial sup- 
port from his parents. 


“Since then I’ve had 
to work part time to stay 
in school, and I’m down 
to a 3.1 GPA and losing 
steam fast.” 


Other problems 
Student comments 


point up other dimen- 


sions of the problem of 
working one’s way 
through college. 
Stephen Greenhalgh, 
a junior from Nephi and 
part-time teller in a 
bank, finds working and 
going to school a “‘pain.’ 
Alan Williams, a pre-law 
school student from 
Bountiful, calls it “one 
of these evil little 
necessities.” 


Student-wife Kris 
Young feels neglected at 
times when she doesn’t 
see her husband, Sid, for 
days because he’s at 
school in the morning 
and at work at night. 
But she adds: 


“T realize I have to 
sacrifice. You have to 
live. Because you have to 
work — everything else 
is sacrifice.” 

Susan Gibson, an art 
major from Albany, 
N.Y., gets ‘“‘depressed 
much easier now because 
I have a lot of things to 
do and no time to do 
them.” 

Greg Thornton suffers 
a “‘burden of guilt’ 
because whatever he’s 
doing at the moment he 
feels he should be doing 
something else. 


For: some, the 
pressures mount until 
they finally drop out of 
school. Dan Sweetwood, 
a freshman in business 
from Provo, quit school 
to save money for next 
fall semester. Recently 
he has been holding 
down three jobs — work- 
ing in a garden shop, 
selling for a chemical 
supply firm and doing 
repairs for an apartment 
complex. Says Dan: 

“TI think going to 
school and working at 
the same time is a bum- 
mer. There are times 
when you need to study 
and the pressures of 
work won’t let you.’

Y professors 


Four BYU professors, 
all Republicans, played 
a part in this drama of 


government by the peo- 
ple. 

Representatives Le- 
Ray L. McAllister, 
Willard H. Gardner and 
Lee W. Farnsworth, 
along with Senator Karl 
N. Snow, Jr. each played 
a significant role in the 
42nd legislature, ac- 
cording to leaders and 
fellow i opidlaiors. 

Glade M. Sowards, 
speaker of the House of 
Representatives has high 
praise for the the 
professors who. also serve 
as representatives. 
“These gentlemen have 
to rank with our top 


legislators,”’ he says. 

“T see no‘conflict of in- 
terest, and never have 
they acted out of line as 
far as religious matters 
are concerned, Some- 
times they work at great 
personal sacrifice, but 
they never ask for special 
treatment. They are 
always on time to their 
meetings, and they 
always do a great job.” 


LeRay L. McAllister 


Rep. McAllister, serv- 
ing his second term in 
the House, was appoin- 
ted by Speaker Sowards 
to be the Chairman of 
the House Appropria- 


tions Committee. That’s 
a powerful position 
usually given to more ex- 
perienced legislators, 
and Sowards was 
criticised for the action. 

But Sowards says 
McAllister’s experience 
as a professor of ac- 
counting has qualified 
him to serve on the most 
powerful committee in 
the legislature. ““He’s not 
let me down,” Sowards 
says, “‘He’s been as fine 
an Appropriations 
Chairman as we've ever 
had.” 

The main task of this 
session of the legislature 
was to determine the 


state’s budget, and the 
bulk of that job fell on 
McAllister. As co- 
chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Appropriations 
Committee, his special 
responsibility was to 
guide nine subcommit- 
tees in making expen- 
diture recommenda- 
tions. 

These subcommittees 
had less than 20 days to 
consider the 182 separate 
sections of the $1.13 
billion budget. 


Another reason this 
job is challenging, 

cAllister says, is each 
subcommittee wants to 
appropriate more money 
than available. Utah’s 
Constitution requires a 
balanced ‘budget, and 
that means if the money 
is not there, appropria- 
tions must be reduced. 

That means delays 
and controversy. “This 
bill has more debate 
than any other,” he says. 
“We've got to get the 
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budget to balance, and 
it’s my job to make the 
recommendations to do 
that.” 


Accounting experience 


McAllister’s teaching 
specialty is government 
fund accounting and ap- 
parently he does his job 
well. He is a member of 
the majority party in the 
House, but Minority 
Whip Charles: Bennett 
commends McAllister 
for the job he does. “His 
experience in accounting 
is an asset not only to the 
Appropriations Commit- 
tee, but his colleagues in 
the House as well.” 

“What would it cost to 
hire someone as bright as 
LeRay McAllister?” asks 
freshman legislator 
Roger Livingston. “His 
raw ability makes him 
the most influential 
legislator on the budget 
in the state of Utah.’ 

After the time for this 
session had expired, the 
members of the House 
gave McAllister a 
standing ovation for per- 
forming so well in “a 
thankless job.” 


Willard Gardner 

Sitting 
McAllister in the House 
is another member of the 
“BYU faculty. Willard 
Hale Gardner is a direc- 
tor of Computer Services 
and teaches an Honors 
class. He also serves as 
co-chairman of the 
Government Operations 
subcommittee, one of 
the more complex com- 
mittees in the legisla- 
ture.

tee does not have the 
large budgets found in 
other committees, but 
“in terms of. types of 
agencies and services, 
it’s very complex.” 


Reviewing budgets 


Hayes says the com- 
mittee has the- difficult 
task of reviewing the 
budgets of 10 govern- 
mental agencies. Gard- 
ner’s task is to give each 
agency the chance to ex- 
plain its situation, guide 
the committee’s delib- 
erations and yet see that 
the job gets done. . 

“Representative Gar- 
dner has to bear the 
brunt of the load in order 
to move the committee 
along. He’s supposed to 
make sure the commit- 
tee gets its work done in 
the time allotted; this 
time they had 10 work- 
ing days,’ Hayes says. 

Both Speaker Sowards 
and Hayes say Gardner 
is a quiet man, but one 
who has the respect of 
his fellow legislators. ‘I 
think the committee 
leans heavily on him for 
his experience at BYU,” 
Hayes notes. 


Knows computers 


“Computer Services is 
one of the most difficult 
and complex agencies in 
the state, and they look 
to him for guidance. But, 
he doesn’t come on like a 
big know-it-all.” 

Gardner’s ‘involve- 
ment in the legislature 
came because he was in- 
terested in a neighbor- 
hood problem. He was 
named chairman of the 
committee to solve the 


problem and his 
neighbors were im- 
pressed. 

“One day one of my 
good friends invited me 
over to her house and 
said, ‘We’re going to run 
you for the legislature,’ ”’ 
Gardner explains. “‘I 
said nothing could be 
more ridiculous, and I 
guess I wonder even to 
this day if it wasn’t a 
ridiculous idea.” 

Gardner enjoys serv- 
ing on the legislature 
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because it gives him the 
chance to represent his 
constituency and see 
that their interests are 
protected. The most 
challenging part of the 
job, he says, is “‘trying to 
influence people, trying 
to sell ideas that are not 
popular but are right.”
